To the Town School Committee, 
Gentlemen:— 

I herewith transmit to you the Seventeenth Annual report 
of the Superintendent of Schools. 

The school year of 1921-1922 has in many respects been 
a remarkable year in the history of the town. Many new 
problems have confronted us and conditions have arisen that 
called for great effort on the part of all interested in the 
welfare of our children. New lines of work have been attempted 
and have met with success. Changes in many ways have been 
made, some because of necessity, others because of the firm 
conviction of those charged with the conduct of the public 
school system that such changes were for the best interests of 
the schools. 

TEACHERS 

We began the year with but three new teachers in the 
grades, although three other teachers were in different schools 
from those taught the previous year. Just as schools opened, 
Miss Fanny E. Brown, who was to teach in Plainfield, was

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taken ill and was obliged to ask for leave of absence for the 
entire year. Mrs. Josie G. Buell substituted in Miss Brown’s 
place for the Fall and Spring Terms, but was ill all the winter 
term, and during her absence Mrs. Viola Fontaine acceptably 
filled Miss Brown’s position. 

Miss Ruth H. Clark resigned during the summer and Miss 
Celia S. Israel was engaged to fill her place. 


Miss Elizabeth Collins resigned from Black Hill school the 
first of October. Miss Myrtie A. Medbery was substitute 
teacher for two months and on December 1, Miss Nellie A. 
McGovern of Ayer, Mass., was elected to fill out the school 
year in this position. 

Miss Hope Battey resigned as teacher of Green Hollow 
School the first of November. Owing to the difficulty of 
securing a suitable teacher from out-of-town, Miss Bertha 
Stone substituted for two weeks and then Mrs. Clyde Miller 
took the school for the remairder of the school year. 


For the coming year several changes are to be noted. 
Miss Nellie Driscoll has accepted a position in Windham, Miss 
Helen Newton goes to Massachusetts, Miss Alice E. Ray goes 
to South Manchester, Miss Mary Byles leaves the profession to 
be married. At their own request the following teachers have 
been transferred: Miss Mildred F. Healey from the Pond Hill 
School to Miss Driscoll’s position, Room 4, Moosup; Miss 
Fanny E. Brown, who returns to duty in the Fall, transferred 
from Plainfield to Miss Ray’s position, Room 1A, Central 
Village; Miss Marion Lee from the South School to Plainfield; 
Miss Mary Burke from Flat Rock to the South School; Miss 
Nellie McGovern from Black Hill to Miss Newton’s room in 
Plainfield; Miss Louise M. Elliott from Plainfield to Black Hill. 


New teachers appointed are Miss Dorothy E. Knight to 
Flat Rock School, Miss Miriam C. Cornell to Green Hollow 
school; Mrs. Rena B. Morse to Moosup Room 5. Mrs. Edith H. 
Baton, Pond Hill; Miss Harriet A. Barnes, High School and 
Edward W. Martin, High School. 


In the high school we started the year with four new 
teachers, all of them inexperienced. This taken together with 
an over-whelming enrollment, presented serious difficulties and 
made heavy demands upon the superintendent’s time, so that 
he was obliged to spend the entire forenoon every day in the 
high school. 

At the close of the year, Miss Jane D. Mahoney, who has 
taught science for the past four years, left us to accept a

position in Hartford High School. Miss Katharine C. Walsh 
also will not return another year. This will necessitate two 
new teachers in the high school. 


HIGH SCHOOL 


The great influx of students in September made necessary 
the removal of the last two rooms of grade pupils from the 
Central Building. The town school committee fitted up two 
rooms in the Wauregan Building and had the Grammar grades 
transported to that school. The primary grades were then 
moved to the rooms in the Seguin block, previously occupied 
by the grammar school rooms. The rooms thus vacated in the 
Central Building were immediately fitted up for high school use 
and the worst of the congestion temporarily relieved. Even 
with a new high school building planned and contracted for it 
will be a year before it can be occupied and the conditions now 
prevailing in the high school will be no better during the 
coming year. It is indeed probable that we shall be obliged to 
limit the number of pupils entering in the fall to the capacity 
of our present quarters. 

Fortunately, the entering class promises to be slightly less 
than last year, but as we graduated but 22 pupils, the addition 
of even fifty new pupils will be more than can be taken care of. 
In the mean time no progress can be made toward enlarging 
our curriculum or improving the conditions now existing. 

It is deplorable that the town should have waited so long 
before taking action to remedy these conditions, but everyone 
must be patient until our new building is erected. Transpor- 
tation of the grammar pupils to Wauregan must still continue 
next year. The rooms in the Seguin building must still be 
occupied, and we must still continue to use our damp, small and 
inefficient laboratories, and still keep our stock of books and 
supplies in a damp and mouldy cellar. 

These conditions are expensive as well as unsanitary and 
undesirable but no relief is possible for another year. 


ATTENDANCE 


The enumeration of children in September 1921, showed 
a gain of 85 over 1920. Average membership increased by 
74; average attendance showed a gain of 63.5, and percentage 
of average attendance to average membership increased from 
926 to, ..943. 


Full attendance tables accompany this report showing 
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average for the five year period, enumeration, etc. 


INTELLIGENCE TESTS 


Under the direction of the state board of tests and measure- 
ments, beginning the first of March, extensive tests in arith- 
metic and tests in silent reading were given in all the upper 
grades. The results were tabulated and analyzed by the State 
department and several teachers meetings were held at which 
the results were discussed and plans formulated for increasing 
the efficiency of the work in arithmetic. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


Beginning with the spring term, all schools in town began 
the work in physical training in accordance with the suggestions 
given by the Department of Physical Education. Teachers 
and pupils entered enthusiastically into the work and a 
splendid beginning was made. A field day was held for all 
elementary schools on June 13, on the Community House 
grounds in Plainfield, and.a field day for the High School was 
held at the same place on June 15. 

Beginning with the Fall Term the full program of Physical 
training will be put into effect so that each child will receive 
not less than two and one-half hours training each week. 


GENERAL 


The school property of the town has been put into excellent 
condition during the past year. Extensive improvements have 
been made on the old Academy building. The brick school in 
Plainfield, the Moosup' school, the Central Building, the 
Wauregan school and the Black Hill school, this latter being 
one of the best types of the one-room rural school to be found 
in the States. Running water and toilets have been put into 
the Moosup school and running water into the Wauregan school. 

As soon as the new high school is completed, running 
water and toilets should be put into the Central Building, 
which will then be in splendid condition to house the elementary 
schools of this village. All buildings are in good condition as 
regards paint, floors and general furnishings, with the excep- 
tion of Flat Rock school which needs a new floor and interior 
painting and the Stone Hill building which has not been in use 
for several years. 

The unused building at Moosup needs interior repairs as 
it is probable that one or two rooms will have to be opened 
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in this building in the near future. The present Moosup 
building is filled to capacity, averaging over forty pupils to 
a room. 


EVENING SCHOOLS 


Two evening school classes were maintained in the village 
of Plainfield for seventy-five sessions from October to April. 
One class was for non-English speaking pupils and one class 
for more advanced pupils. These classes were taught by Miss 
Louise M. Elliott and Miss Mary E. English. The total mem- 
bership was thirty-four and the average attendance was twenty- 
one. The total cost was $502 00. 

It is entirely possible that we shall be obliged to maintain 
several classes in Plainfield, Moosup and Wauregan next year, 
as the town is obliged by law to maintain a class for adults 
when twenty or more petition for such a class to be held.
